«80 today in the post 
midnight glow of his hairline 
presidential 
election 
victory, 
Richard M. Nixon held up his 
arms in triumph and remem­ 
bered the litüe girl at the train 
station in Deshler, Ohio whose 
placard 
read: 
“Bring 
Us 
Together.” 


As the 37th President of the 
United States, he promised that 
unity would be the touch ¡tone 
of his administration. Ameri­ 
cans, 
he 
said, 
would 
go 
“ Forward Together,” 
Nixon also pledged that his 
White House years would m ark 
an 
era 
of 
“ negotiation 
not 
confrontation” with the Soviet 
Union; that peace in Vietnam, 


progress a.t home, prosperity 
a id latw and order would be his 
goals. 
In his Inaugural speech he 
asked that vokes of dissent be 
lowered and called for a truce 
against angry bombastic rhetor­ 
ic that “ fans discontents into 
hatreds.” 
As allies, he summoned the 
“ great 
silent 
majority” , 
the 
“ forgotten 
Americans” 
and 
“ Middle Am erica,” 
After 21 
months in office, 
Nixon, frustrated by a Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress, an­ 
gered 
by 
bomb 
throwing 
“ leftist terrorists,” and “ creep­ 
ing 
permissiveness” 
became 
the slugger in his recent drive 
for a 
more 
responsive 
Con­ 
gress. “The time has come to 
draw the line.” he said . 


The voters reacted by giving 
him a slightly more sympathe­ 
tic Senate but kept the House 
firmly 
in 
Democratic 
hands 
Only time will tell whether the 
President 
can 
translate 
this 
new 
legislative 
lineup 
into 
programs and policies. 
Frineds and foes alike agree, 
however, 
that 
he i s 
looking 
good in his steady effort to 
disengage 
the 
United 
States 
from Vietnam, the w ar that 
helped to depose his predeces­ 
sor, Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Nixon 
has 
succeeded 
in 
largely defusing anti-war sen­ 
timent, nullifying the organized 
peace 
movement 
and 
setting 
his own pace for withdrawal 
from Southeast Asia. 
The

progress in that area. When he 


enteied the White House there 
were

350,000

He has sliced the force level to 
374.000 and plans a reduction to 
284.000 men by .May 1. 
American boys were dying at 
the rate of 275 a week when 
Nixon was elected. The mo;-;i 
recent rate is about 30.

To the Honorable Ton Due Thang: 
We take this means of appealing to you on a sit­ 
uation which is do:se 'to' 'the hearts of all Americans. 
This issue is not whether Americans should be in 
Vietnam or whether we should pull all our troops 
out immediately. The issue is not whether you are 
right and we are wrong or that we are right and you 
are wrong. 
The issue is the 450 American servicemen who 
are held in your prison camps. Another 1,150 are list­ 
ed as missing and possibly some are your prisoners. 
Their situation is o'ur united 'Concem. 
Both the “doves and the hawks” of America 
feel deeply about them and their welfare. We ask 
you to consider their immediate release. They have 
no military value to you. They can’t hurt or hamper 
yo'ur war effort and 'no longer 'W'^o^uld help O'urs, 
These men, like you.' cdJiers, do not institute 
policy but merely serve as soldiers have done since 
time began.

Hanoi's Special Torture 
For Prisoners' Families 


“It is the view of the secretary gen­ 
eral that the government of N o r t h 
Metnam ought to give an international 
humanitarian organization such as the 
League of Red Cross Societies access 
to the Americans detained in North 
V i e t n a m,” said U Thant, secretary 
g e n e r a 1 of the United Nations, last 
year. 
It has not done so. 
The International Red Cross con­ 
ference in Istanbul last year called on 
Hanoi “to abide by the obligations set 
forth in the (Geneva) Convention and 
. . . to insure that all uniformed mem­ 
bers of the regular armed forces of an­ 
other party to the conflict and all oth­ 
er persons entitled to prisoner-of-war 
status are treated humanely and given 
the fullest measure of protection pre­ 
scribed by the convention.” 
It has not done so. 
H A N O I HAS REFUSED even to 
identify whom it holds as prisoners of 
war. The occasional lists of names of 
prisoners it has released have included 
only those whose status had already 
b e c 0 me known through other chan­ 
nels. I\Iore than 1,100 Americans re­ 
main listed as “missing in action” in 
Vietnam — a situation unprecedented, 
since in other wars captives were soon 
identified so that those missing were 
known to be either prisoners or dead. 
In this war, only Hanoi knows. 
Two Marin women — Mrs. Robert 
L. Hiil of I g n a c i o and Mrs. James 
Douglas Birchin of San Rafael — are 
among the thousands who do not know 
whether their husbands are dead or 
alive in the prisons of North Vietnam. 
Their children do not know whether 
they have living fathers.

NORTH VIETNAM subjects the 
families of these men to a special kind 
of hideous torture in refusing to give 
out complete lists of those whom it 
holds as prisoners. 
If enough petitions reach Hanoi, it 
may realize that it is damaging its own 
a l r e a d y weak case before world tri- 
b u n a I s by thus flouting the Geneva 
Conventions which it signed. That is 
the purpose of this month’s petition 
campaign.

Thus, the harassing and de­ 
laying tactics of the Sierra 
Club are paying big dividends 
to the club members in their 
efforts to delay or halt devel­ 
opment of the area as a major 
recreation center. 
THE CLUB'S suit is based, 
on saving the environmental 
quality cf the Mineral King 
area. Yet the protection of this 
quality is not only guaranteed 
by the Disney interests, but 
also accepted by the federal 
government 
through depart­ 
ments of interior and agricul­ 
ture, as well as national parks. 
State funds still are budget­ 
ed for the construction of a 
road into Mineral King from 
Three Rivers, a project that 
has been budgeted for some 
years. Attempts to revert the 
m,cney were made in the legis-' 
lature this year by Sierra Club 
sympathizers, but were defeat­ 
ed. 
It seems rather peculiar that 
a, private firm is stopped from 
develcping

area at its own expense, when 
millions of dollars of state 
bond money are being spent to 
extend fac,ilities on various 
projects throughout the state 
at probably double the cost as 
compared to

prise.

WITH THE MEMORY of 
this orgy of money still fresh, 
a major goal should come at 
the top cf the agenda of the 
returning Congress. That is to 
override President N i x o n ’s 
veto of a bill limiting broad­ 
cast spending in political cam­ 
paigns. The president vetoed 
the meas'ure on 'Oct. 12 even 
though 97 Republicans in the 
House, including virtually all 
t h e 
Republican 
leadership, 
voted for it. 
At the time of the veto, 'Re- 
p u b l i c a n leaders predicted 
they could 
prevent a two- 


thirds vote 10 override. By 
what rationalization those who 
were for the measure can jus­ 
tify supporting a feeble veto 
message is hard to see. 
The measure is a modest at­ 
tempt to hold broadcast spend­ 
ing down to a sane limit. Fig­ 
ures compiled by the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
show that in 1968 the Republi- 
cans spent $12,697,953 for tele­ 
vision and radio time for the 
Nixon-Agnew 'ticket. Electron­ 
ic time for tiic Humphrey- 
Muskie ticket cost $6,143,953. 
The broadcast bill would 
limit spending in a presiden­ 
tial campaign, to 7 'Cento a vole 
for eadi vote cast in the last 
general election, 'fliis would 
add up to a total of $5,100,000 
for eadi ticket. It would not 
include presidential primaries. 
Candidates for Congress and 
governorships would be limit­ 
ed to 7 cents a vote of $20,000, 
whichever was higher. 


REPEATED at'templs to' re­ 
strain the spiralling costs of 
political campaigns have been 
frustrated. T h e s e attempts 
have included proposals to en­ 
courage small individual con­ 
tributors by granting an in­ 
come tax writeoff. The broad­ 
cast bill is the best chance — 
it may be the last chance, giv­ 
en the intricacies of the legis­ 
lative process — to take a 
small step before another na­ 
tional election. 
The president in his veto 
m,essage called for boa'rd, re. 
forms, calling the restraint on 
broadcast spending m e r e l y 
plugging one hale in a sieve. 
Should the vote be against ov­ 
erriding. another strategy is 
under consideration by sena­ 
tors angered over the deluge 
of money. That is to separate 
the three elements in the bill 
— the restriction on broadcast 
spending, the equal-time provi­ 
sion, and a requirement thai 
the networks charge at a low­ 
er than the highest commer­ 
cial rate for political broad­ 
casts — and introduce each m 
its merits. Lengthy hearings 
have been held on all these 
p r o p o s a l s and against the 
ba,'Ckg,roun,d of the spending 
spree it is believed they have 
a good chance cf passage.

Young Conservationists Find 


A Marsh Not Always A Marsh

A plan by a small band of 
consmationists to transform a 
marsh at Redwood High School 
into a living classroom w^as set 
betck the other day when it was 
learned the marsh is not a 
marsh. 
The 12 acre area, which has! 
every appearance cf a marsh | 
from pickleweed to y e 11 o w- i 
legged coots, is actually an arti- ¡ 
ficially creat'ed. flood C'ontrol 
pond maintained by the City of 
Larkspur, acccrding to city offi­ 
cials. 
As such, natural tidal flow in 
the pond is shut off during win­ 
ter months to insure an empty 
basin for rain runoff. 


Until Monday, all this was 
unknown to the consenation- 
ists, who have been studying, 
planning and promoting the 
outdoor laboratory concept for 
more than a month. As one 
member said, a readjustment 
of the group’s plan is now in 
order. 


The group, made up of stu­ 
dents, biologists and high school 
officials, became d istres^ in 
September over abuses being in­ 
flicted on what they thought a 
natural marsh. Fearing possible 
irreparable d a m a g e to the 
marsh, the conservationists set 
out to save it. 
“It has been viewed by some 
people as a hole which has to be 
filled,” said Ricshard L. Holmes, 
a Redwood High School junior. 
He -and a classmate, Robert J. 
Posner, buttressed that view 
pointing to submerged motor oil 
cans ocntinuing to 


Combining the enthusiasm of 
the students, the expertise of 
several biolc^ists and the influ­ 
ence of Tamalpais High School 
District o f f i c i a 1 s, the group 
f'orm'ed in S e p t e m b e r and 
mapped plans for the marsh’s 
preservation. 


First, letters were sent to 
n e a r b y homeowners asking 
their cooperation in a dump­ 
ing ban. 


Next., junk in the marsh w'as 
cleaned out Saturday by about 
25 members of the Redwood 
Hiking and Conservation Club. 
FinaUy, the conservationists 
were to approach the school dis­ 
trict board with a request that 
the mansh be deS'ig,nal'ed: a na-tu- 
ral area. (The marsh area has 
been listed as a footbaU field on 
the school’s master plan.) 


Clarin W . Zumwalt, a natu­ 
ralist for Audubon Canyon 
Ranch and a leader in the 
marsh project,, said he noted 
something askew last week­ 
end while helping the students 
clean the marsh; It was high 
tide, but there was no tidal 
flow into the marsh.

Kent B. B athurst, he inform ed 
the council th a t Corte M ad era’s 
plan required new roads within 
L arkspur city lim its adjacent to 
the proposed site.

To Supreme Court

Minnesota S u p r e m e Court 
which on Aug. 7. 1970. upheld 
the state’s 1959 bus law —said 
the statute approached '‘the 
brink of unconstitutionality.” 
Citing the need to protect I 
children's health and safety, the 
Minnesota law provides that \ 
where

furnishes 
transtportation to public school 
children it must do the same 
for 
those 
attending 
church 
schools. 
Americans 
United 
accused 
the Minnesota Legislature of 
deceitful tactics. 
“ No wonder the young of our 
land cry out for us ‘to call it as 
it is,'” the appeal said. "The 
self?serving recital of a ‘safety’ 
purpose in an act dealing with 
religious liberty is an example 
of what sends youth crawling 
up the walls in frustration.” 
The Minnesota S u p r e m e 
Court said the primary effect of 
the law was not to benefit 
religion or support sectarian 
schools. 
Twenty-three years ago in a 
similar case ¡Everson vs. New 
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Jersey) the court ruled 5 to 4 
that the state could properly 
reimburse 
parents 
for 
the 
expense incurred in transport­ 
ing their children to school on 
public buses. 
Justice Hugo L. Black, now 
84 and still on the court, wrote 
that opinion. 
Only two years ago the court 
upheld 
New 
York 
State’s 
textbook loan program, which 
included parochial schools. 
The 
rationale 
of 
Black's 
opinion 
was 
that 
the 
law 
assisted parents in getting their 
children to school, regardless of 
their religion. This view has 
come to be known as the “ child 
benefit theory. ” 
Americans United argue that 
savings thus realized by church 
schools or parents are released 
for other, wholely sectarian, 
purposes.

Fresnan Who Hijacked Plane 
Recalled As 'Troublemaker' 


FRESNO (UPD — A gunman 
who bm t into the pilot’s cabin 
of a San Diego to Los Angeles 
United Airlines Jet Sunday night 
and forced it to Cuba was a 
recent graduate of a Fresno 
barber school, it was learned 
here. 
FBI agents in Los Angeles 


Tuesday identified the hijacker 
as Felipe Larrazola, 34. 
A spokesman for a Fresno 
barber college, who asked to 
remain anonymous, said Larra­ 
zola attended the school for 
nine months and graduated 
about three months ago. 
The spokesman said Larrazo­ 


la was a ’troublemaker” and 
said the suspect, a Mexican- 
American, was “always agitat­ 
ing among his own people and 
many customers left angry and 
cussing.” 
Larrazola’s 
mother, 
Mrs. 
Jose Guadalupe Larrazola, who 
lives alone here, said she had 


not seen her son in about four 
months. 
She said her son was married 
and had four children ranging 
in age from 7 to 3. 
Two children, identified as 
Guadalupe, 7, and Maria, 6, 
were with the gunman during 
the hijacking. 
Fresno police said records 
show Larrazola was arrested in 
Fresno seven times on chargej 
of drunkenness. 
Several Fresnans were on the 
plane which made refueling 
stops in Tijuana and Monter­ 
rey, Mexico, before flying on to 


Cuba. 
Mr. and Mrs. Terry Ashjian 
and Ashjian’s brother, Lee, said 
they spoke briefly with the 
gunman in the San Diego 
airport restaurant. 
“We were about 20 minutes 
into the flight,” Ashjian said, 
“when all of a sudden he 
grabbed the stewardess and 
held a gun up to her head.”

landed in Cuba, two Cuban 
militiamen boarded the plane, 
slapped Larrazola on the back 
and escorted him off. 
Ashjian said a woman, later 


identified by the militiamen as 
Larrazola’s wife, met him at 
the Cuban airport.

Schneider, 26, and Mrs. M. 
Capozzi, were also listed as 
passengers on the plane.

BELLINGHAM, Wash. (UPI) 
— Two young persons were 
found guilty of flag desecration 
Wednesday and a third young­ 
ster was declared innocent of 
the charge. A11 three were 
arrested in separate incidents. 
Whatcom 
County Superior 
Court Judge Leslie A. Lee said 
defendants Sherry Marie Helm 
and Richard Claxton had lied 
on the witness stand when they 
testified they had no other 
material but American flags 
with which to patch their blue 
jeans. 
Miss Helm, 18, formerly of 
Sacramento, Calif., now resides 
in Bellingham. She was arrested 
while wearing jeans with a small 
American flag sewn on the rear. 
Claxton, also 18, of Belling­ 


ham was charged with having 
an American flag sewn on the 
front of one of his jean legs. 
John Dirk Meadows, 18, of 
Pittsburg, Calif., was arrested 
for having a flag sewn on the 
leg of his jeans. He was 
acquitted after he told the 
judge the flag was on the jeans 
when they were given to him. 
Judge Lee said the two 
youths convicted lied when they 
said they loved the flag. “This 
is not something you do when 
you love the flag," be said. 
The judge also said their 
stories about having no other 
material to use for patches was 
“preposterous.“ 
All three of the youths 
charged are high school drop­ 
outs. 


Wheel Rim Defects 
In G.M. Pickups 


WASHINGTON 
(IJPD-The 
government, in a victory for 
Ralph Nader, instructed Gener­ 
al Motors Wednesday to notify 
owners of a safety defect in the 
wheel rim of 150,000 G.M. pickup 
trucks made between 1960 and 
1965. 
In a Letter to G.M. President 
James Roche, the National 
Highway Safety Bureau chief, 
Douglas Toms, said the wheel 
rims were “subject to sudden 
and catastrophic failure.“ 
The government’s decision 
was the latest move in a three- 
cornered disagreement between 
the government, Nader and 
G.M. over the safety of the three- 
quarter ton Chevrolet and Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. trucks. 
General Motors may either 
recall the trucks or contest the 
government’s findings in court. 
The estimated cost to G.M. to 
replace the wheel rims is about 
$15 million, sources said. 
Nader, the consumer advo­ 
cate, originally claimed 200,000 
of the wheel rims manufactured 
by Kelsey-Hayes Corp. were 
defective and could collapse. 
Last October, 
the 
safety 
bureau and General Motors 
announced an agreement to 
replace the wheel rims on 
50,000 of the 200,000 trucks. The 


50.000 trucks were those which 
had been modified for use as 
campers. 
G.M. 
claims 
the 
wheels were not designed to 
support the added weight of the 
campers. 
The safety bureau agreed 
there was no defect in the 
150.000 other trucks but re­ 
served the right to take further 
action if necessary. 
In his letter, Toms said, “ I 
have determined further action 
is necessary.“ He said tests 
showed that wheel rims used by 
the 150,000 trucks were “ sub­ 
ject to sudden and catastrophic 
failure,“ subjecting operators 
to risk of death or injury.

"In the treatment of prisoners . . . 
the record in this war is one of the 
most unconscionable in the history 
of warfare" - President Nixon. 


Can something be done about it? The letter below, 
written in Vietnamese, may seem a small voice. Yet 
it and others like it, appealing to Hanoi, are ac­ 
complishing what governments have hitherto been 
unable to do. Because it is an humanitarian, not a 
political appeal. 


Strangely enough, Hanoi has taken note and taken 
action — not enough but yet encouraging. Mail is 
geth c through, to both prisoners and their wives. 
Some 66/o of all mail out of North Vietnam has 
come since last November when the letter-writing 
campaign began. Since January of 1970, under the 
pressure of this and world opinion, families have 
been allowed to send packages every other month, 
rather than two or three over a period of years. 


Here in Marin County, three prisoner-of-war wives

“We take this means 
of appealing to you” 


An English translation of the Vietnamese follows 
To the Honorable Ton Due Thang: 
We take this means of appealing to you on a sit­ 
uation which is dose to the hearts of all Americans. 
This issue is not whether Americans should be in 
Vietnam or whether we should pull all our troops 
out immediately. The issue is not whether you are 
right and we are wrong or that we are right and you 
are wrong. 
The issue is the 450 American servicemen who 
are held in your prison camps Another 1,150 are list­ 
ed as missing and possibly some are your prisoners. 
Their situation is our united concern. 
Both the “doves and the hawks” of America 
feel deeply about them and their welfare. We ask 
you to consider their immediate release. They have 
no m ilitary value to you. They can’t hurt or hamper 
your war elfort and no longer would help ours. 
These men, like you. soldiers, do not institute 
policy but merely serve as soldiers have done since 
time began Like your men, they performed their 
duty and were willing to sacrifice for their country. 
Like your soldiers, they left their homes and fami­ 


lies not because they wanted to but because their 
country called on them.

Patriotism is not limited to the men of Vietnam 
or to the men of America but is the privilege of all 
men. They fight under their flag whether it be red. 
white and blue or red, yellow and blue 
Your supporters in this country could take sat­ 
isfaction from the release of the prisoners. This, 
more than anything else, would dem onstrate that 
you, too, do not seek revenge against men who did 
their duty. This, too, would show the world that 
compassion, not punishment, can lead to peace. 
The argum ents of your critics that human life 
m eans nothing to you would be baseless if you al­ 
lowed just peace by acting quickly on the appeal 
If your heart contains mercy and your soul 
compassion and if you truly seek to help the cause 
of peace, you have an opportunity to achieve these 
images in the eyes of the world. 
The feeling here is that you don’t care about the 
individual; that his needs and wants and desires 
don’t m atter; that life is not sacred to you 
Your actions can give lie to these beliefs. An 
act of am nesty toward American prisoners would 
show the world that you are concerned with life and 
that all life is sacred 
Fam ily ties in America are strong and all 
Americans want these men reunited with their 
families. Some fathers have never seen their child­ 
ren. Some are missing the joy of watching them 
grow. 
And, the children, they live with a constant 
dream and hope that they may again be a whole 
family. 
Few men in the history of the world have been 
given the opportunity that you now have. 
History can record you as a man of compas­ 
sion; a man who respected human life and held it in 
high value, a man who held that family life is para­ 
mount, providing a m easure of peace to many fami­ 
lies. 


Return these men to their fam ilies and the 
world would hail you. Retain them and your sup­ 
porters can’t help but wonder about your sincerity 
and motives. 
We address you not as one enemy to another but 
as one human to another. 
As citizens of the United States we have no 
power to offer anything as individuals but goodwill 
in exchange for the men you hold. We have no pow­ 
er to make threats if you don’t. 
We only have hope; hope that you will heed the 
pleas and restore these men to their families.

Hanoi's Special Torture 
For Prisoners' Families 


“It is the view of the secretary gen­ 
eral that the government of N o r t h 
Vietnam ought to give an international 
humanitarian organization such as the 
League of Red Cross Societies access 
to the Americans detained in North 
V i e t n a m,” said U Thant, secretary 
g e n e r a l of the United Nations, last 
year. 
It has not done so. 
The International Red Cross con­ 
ference in Istanbul last year called on 
Hanoi “to abide by the obligations set 
forth in the (Geneva) Convention and 
. . . to insure that all uniformed mem­ 
bers of the regular armed forces of an­ 
other party to the conflict and all oth­ 
er persons entitled to prisoner-of-war 
status are treated humanely and given 
the fullest measure of protection pre­ 
scribed by the convention.” 
It has not done so. 
H A N O I HAS REFUSED even to 
identify whom it holds as prisoners of 
war. The occasional lists of names of 
prisoners it has released have included 
only those whose status had already 
b e c o me known through other chan­ 
nels. More than 1,100 Americans re­ 
main listed as “missing in action” in 
Vietnam — a situation unprecedented, 
since in other wars captives were soon 
identified so that those missing were 
known to be either prisoners or dead. 
In this war, only Hanoi knows. 
Two Marin women — Mrs. Robert 
L. Hill of I g n a c i o and Mrs. James 
Douglas Birchin of San Rafael — are 
among the thousands who do not know 
whether their husbands are dead or 
alive in the prisons of North Vietnam. 
Their children do not know whether 
they have living fathers.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - Al­ 
though Walt Disney Produc­ 
tions is ready and willing to 
proceed with development of 
Mineral King recreation area 
e>ast of Fresno, continued de­ 
lays are foreseen.

Thus, the harassing and de­ 
laying tactics of the Sierra 
Club are paying big dividends 
to the club m em bers in their 
efforts to delay or halt devel­ 
opment of the area as a m ajor 
recreation center. 
THE CLUB'S suit is based 
on saving the environmental 
quality cf the M ineral King 
area. Yet the protection of this 
quality is not only guaranteed 
by the Disney interests, but 
also accepted by the federal 
government 
through 
depart­ 
ments of interior and agricul­ 
ture, as well as national parks. 
State funds still are budget­ 
ed for the construction of a 
road into Mineral King from 
Three Rivers, a project that 
has been budgeted for some 
years. Attempts to revert the 
money were made in the legis­ 
lature this year by Sierra Club 
sym pathizers, but were defeat­ 
ed. 
It seems rather peculiar that 
a private firm is stopped from 
developing 
a 
recreational 
area at its own expense, when 
millions of dollars of state 
bond money are being spent to 
extend 
facilities 
on 
various 
projects throughout the state 
at probably double the cost as 
compared to 
private enter­ 
prise.

NORTH VIETNAM subjects the 
families of these men to a special kind 
of hideous torture in refusing to give 
out complete lists of those whom it 
holds as prisoners. 
If enough petitions reach Hanoi, it 
may realize that it is damaging its own 
a l r e a d y weak case before world tri­ 
ll) u n a 1 s by thus flouting the Geneva 
Conventions which it signed. That is 
the purpose of this month’s petition 
campaign. 


At first thought, this low survival 
rate seems very cruel. But Nature is 
infinitely wise. She k n o w s the land 
will support just so many quail. By 
giving us an excess and allowing out­ 
side factors to whittle them down, she 
insures that those with the quickest re­ 
flexes, the most adaptable habits, the 
most resistance to disease survive.

WHAT IS IMPORTANT is 
the reason the Pennsylvania 
felt forced to diversify. Like 
o t h e r m ajor railroads, the 
Pennsy represented a large 
capital investment that was 
generating a relatively small 
return. 
In fairness to their 
stockholders 
t h e 
railroad’s 
m anagers had to try to im ­ 
prove that return. 


One way it could have been 
improved was by limiting la­ 
bor 
costs — by 
e n d i n g 
make-work practices and the 
chaos of dealing with a m ulti­ 
plicity of unions under anti­ 
quated 
federally 
set 
proce­ 
dures. Here, of course, the 
way was and is blocked by un­ 
ion intransigence and congres­ 
sional inaction. 
The railroad’s return also 
could have been i m p r o v ed 
through innovation —by exper­ 
iments with rates, equipment 
and routes. Here the way was 
and is b l o c k e d by long- 
d r a w n - o u t Interstate Com- 
m e r c e Commission proce­ 
dures, 
which often lead 
to 
rejection of any changes at all. 


FINALLY, the Pennsy hoped 
that earnings could be im ­ 
proved through a m erger with 
the New York Central, a trans­ 
action that would permit elimi­ 
nation of duplicating facilities 
and other economies. Whether 
the m erger was a good idea or 
not, it was delayed for so long 
that by the time it was con­ 
summ ated the economic cli­ 
m ate had completely changed. 


So it’s scarcely any wonder 
that the Pennsy tried to diver­ 
sify. If the railroads are to 
survive as private enterprises, 
it’s no help to tell them to 
s t i c k to railroading. Other 
steps are needed to make it 
less necessary for railroads to 
turn to diversification in des­ 
peration.

Shame Of Spending Spree Should 


Help Override Nixon's Veto 


WASHINGTON — M o n e y , 
money, money — this has been 
a corrupting force in the elec­ 
tion c a m p a i g n just ended, 
dwarfing anything in Ameri­ 
ca's political history. 
It is 
hardly an exaggeration to say 
that if an effective curb is not 
put on big spending elections, 
the country well will be de­ 
stroyed. 
While the Republicans had 
the big money and spent iit by 
the barrelful, spending was not 
a prerogative of one party. In 
two Democratic prim aries be­ 
fore the November election, 
private wealth put into televi­ 
sion went to swing the bal­ 
ance. 


IN NEW YORK, state Rep. 
Richard L. Ottinger is report­ 
ed to have spent $1,300,000 to 
win the senatorial prim ary. 
The money cam e largely from 
International 
Plywood 
Corp. 
which his family controls. 
In Texas, Lloyd Bentsen Jr., 
a 
multimillionaire 
insurance 
executive, spent well over a 
million dollars on a television 
blitz that began months before 
the prim ary date to defeat 
Sen. Ralph Yarborough. The 
Bentsen television spots were 
shrewdly tailored to exploit 
the emotions cf prayer am end­ 
m ent and cam pus unrest. 
While exact figures are diffi­ 
cult if not impossible to come 
by, the Republicans in 
the 
c a m p a i g n spent probably 
over-all 10 times as much as 
the Democrats. One reason is 
that they had the money in 
c o n t r a s t 
to 
the 
near­ 
bankruptcy of the Democratic 
party. 


WITH THE 
MEMORY 
of 
this orgy of money still fresh, 
a m ajor goal should come at 
the top cf the agenda of the 
returning Congress. That is to 
override President N i x o n ’s 
veto of a bill limiting broad­ 
cast spending in political cam ­ 
paigns. The president vetoed 
the m easure on Oct. 12 even 
though 97 Republicans in the 
House, including virtually all 
t h e

The 
broadcast bill 
would 
limit spending in a presiden­ 
tial campaign to 7 cents a vote 
for each vote cast in the last 
general election. This would 
add up to a total of $5.100,000 
for each ticket. It would not 
include presidential prim aries. 
Candidates for Congress and 
governorships would be lim it­ 
ed to 7 cents a vote of $20,000. 
whichever was higher. 


REPEATED attem pts to re­ 
strain the spiralling costs ol 
political cam paigns have been 
frustrated. T h e s e attem pts 
have included proposals to en­ 
courage sm all individual con­ 
tributors by granting an in­ 
come tax writeoff. The broad­ 
cast bill is the best chance — 
it m ay be the last chance, giv­ 
en the intricacies of the legis­ 
lative process — to take a 
small step before another na­ 
tional election. 
The president in his veto 
message called for board re. 
forms, calling the restraint on 
broadcast spending m e r e l y 
plugging one hole in a sieve. 
Should the vote be against ov­ 
erriding. another strategy is 
under consideration by sena­ 
tors angered over the deluge 
of money. That is to separate 
the three elements in the bill 
— the restriction on broadcast 
spending, the equal-time provi­ 
sion. and a requirem ent that 
the networks charge at a low­ 
er than the highest com m er­ 
cial rate for political broad­ 
casts — and introduce each on 
its merits. Lengthy hearings 
have been held on all these 
p r o p o s a l s and against the 
background of the spending 
spree it is believed they have 
a good chance of passage.

With Nuclear Pact Bid

Communist China has linked 
an attack on Japanese “ m ilita­ 
rism ’’ with a call for a confer­ 
ence of large and small na­ 
tions to discuss prohibition and 
destruction of nuclear weap­ 
ons. 
Since the Red Chinese have 
in the past rejected all invita­ 
tions to participate in world 
disarm am ent dicsussions, the 
proposal scarcely can be taken 
seriously. It is, however, in the 
pattern of the propaganda line 
which the Chinese have been 
f o l l o w i n g since the first 
Chinese nuclear test blast in 
1954. 
L i n k e d 
with 
the 
latest 
Chinese proposal was a denun­ 
ciation of “ U.S. im perialism ” 
and of “Japanese m ilitarism ” 
for collaborating w i t h and 
serving as 
a vanguard for 
U.S. “aggression” in Asia. It 
was issued in connection with 
a visit by a Japanese socialist 
delegation to Peking. 
IT WAS ON Oct. 16, 1964, 
that the Chinece announced 
their entry into the atomic club, 
accompanying it by a call tor 
an international conference to 
“discuss the question of the 
complete prohibition and thor­ 
ough destruction of nuclear 
weapons” and a promise that 
China “ will never at any time 
and under any circum stances 
be the first to use nuclear 
weapons.”

filled month in Peru, where 
they visited their son Geoffrey 
and his wife, Elizabeth, both 
Peace Corps volunteers. 


The young people have been 
living for a year at Puno, a 
sm all town located at an alti­ 
tude of 12.5C0 feet on the shore 
of Lake Titicaea, highest navi­ 
gable body of water in the 
world. 


Of most interest to Jean 
Barnard, who is vice mayor of 
Mill 
Valley, she says, 
was 
seeing and a c t u a l l y going 
through some of the extreme 
hardships involved in living in 
that area. 


“ We bumped in ancient bus­ 


es and cattle trucks over miles 
of dirt r o a d s ,” she said, 
“ jam m ed in among Indians 
and their big loads and flew in 
all sorts of planes, including a 
Colombian cargo plane out of 
the jungle, sharing space with 
stacks of wild boar hides and 
fish as big as tuna but caught 
in the Amazon River. 


“ At Iquitos we swam in the 
very hot. black and unrefresh­ 
ing waters of that river — a 
gieat contrast with swimming 
later in the delightful Carrib- 
bean Sea — and were sur­ 
prised at how flat the Amazon 
is. In 2.600 miles it drops only 
350 feet.” 
Jean said new" experiences 
in food were eating alpaca 
m eat in Puno and papayas as 
big as watermelons in the jun­ 


gle and drinking milk from co­ 
conuts in Panam a, which they 
passed through on the way 
home. 
Incredible to them was hav- 
rng their shoes shined for two 
and a half cents,, attending 
movies for 28 cents in Bogota 
and enjoying a full course din- 
n e r including cocktails for 
$2.50. 
They saw many scenic won­ 
ders. 
“ We spent two days and a 
full moonlit night at the ru n s 
cf Machu Picehu. which our 
sen calls ‘the greatest sight in 
the western hem isphere,’ and 
admired the work of modern 
man in the rem arkable Salt 
Cathedral near Bogato, which

tractive cities we have see».” 
The Indian women were -of 
special interest to Jean. Be­ 
cause of a Peruvian g<w««i- 
ment regulation that all ljpffifes 
and ages of passengers must 
be listed, she learned that an­ 
cient looking, wrinkled women 
who would have been judged 
in the 90’s in the United 
States were in their 40’s. On 
the Puno s t r e e t s she saw 
many women who looked like 
the grandmothers of the ba­ 
bies on their backs. Neverthe­ 
less. she o b s e r v e d,.’ they 
seemed cheerful and jolly. 
Jean said the major duties, 
of their son and daughter- 
in-law are working with the' 
campesinos, or peasants, en­ 
couraging them to sell their 
arts and crafts to cooperatives 
that they are also helping to 
set up. They find it quite frus­ 
trating because it is so diffi­ 
cult to get the camipesinos to 
do anything new. They simply 
agree to whatever they are 
told and then do to suit them­ 
selves. 
The young people were not 
called to help with the great 
earthquake d i s a s t e r , Jean 
said, b e c a u s e more than 
enough people were already in 
the area for that purpose.

Clerk Jeanne Heick reported 
about 70 residents attended the 
meeting and heard Kaufmann 
explain what steps the board is 
taking to insure that public ac-.

To Sausalito 


Smog Count 


Despite the jam of traffic in 
Sausalito and the resulting ex­ 
haust fumes, the amount of car­ 
bon monoxide in the air is not a 
health' hazard, according to a 
report by the Bay Area Air Pol­ 
lution Control District. 


At the request of City Mgr. 
Albert St. Cyr and City Council­ 
man Wyman Hicks, district per­ 
sonnel took a carbon monoxide 
sampling in Sausalito on Oct. 3, 


a Saturday afternoon and a 
peak traffic period. 


“ We sampled under the worst 
conditions we could find,” said 
Milton Feldstein, 
director of 
technical services for the air 
pollution district. “ There wasn’t 
much wind, and a strong inver­ 
sion (an air condition which 
holds smog) was present in the 
Bay Area basin.” 


During the five hours of sam­ 
pling, according to Feldstein, 
the average carbon monoxide 
concentration was 13 parts per 
million. Hourly averages ranged 
from 11 PPM to 18 PPM, while 
momentary peak concentrations 
ranged from 21 PPM to 60 
PPM. 


rector said the Sausalito sam­ 
pling showed the carbon monox­ 
ide le v e ls did not exceed air 
quality standards recommended 
by the stale Air Resources 
Board. Current state standard 
for carbon monoxide is 20 parts 
per million averaged over eight 
hours, but the air resources 
board is considering a tightened 
standard of 10 PPM averaged 
over 12 hours or 40 PPM aver­ 
aged over one hour.
